REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The work in our schools during the past year has, we think, 
been fully up to the average of school work in past years. The 
services of experienced teachers have been secured in most cases, 
and as a’rule the results have been satistactory. The matter of 
securing competent teachers is becoming each year somewhat 
more difficult, owing to the fact that the curriculum of our com- 
mon schools is each year becoming more extended. In addition 
to ‘*the three R’s” of our fathers, we now have Algebra, Geom- 
etry. English and U. S. History, Physiology, Philosophy, Book- 
keeping, and many other studies, which were formerly taught on- 
ly in the higher schools. How far this can be carried in our dis- 
trict schools without detriment to the primary branches, is a mat- 
ter for serious consideration. We must at all events, take care of 
the little folks and see that their wants and needs are not neg- 
lected. 

Avother question which forces itself upon us each year, and 
which cannot be evaded, is, what shall we do with our schools 
wheer there are only three or four scholars? No teacher that is 
good for anythiug wants to take such a school. Sometimes one 
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can be tempted to try it for good pay, but it is too dull work for 
teacher or scholars; and yet these scholars must have the benefit 
of our school money in some way. In one of our schools, where 
only three years ago there were twelve scholars in the summer 
school and twenty in the winter, there will be, so far as now ap- 
pears, only two scholars for the next summer term, In No. 2, 
where two years ago there were sixteen scholars in summer and 
eighteen in winter, we found at the close of the wiater term only 
five scholars, with no present prospect of any more next year. 
But we cannot penetrate the future. Through the mutability of 
human affairs, these schools which are now the smallest, may, a 
few years hence, be the largest, so let us not be discouraged. It 
was just such cases as these that the present school law was fram- 
ed to remedy, by allowing the small schools to be consolidated, 
and thus avoid some of the expense for teachers, fuel and board. 
Even if the expense was to be as great, one school with eighteen 
pupils would be much more profitable than three schools with six 
pupils each. No. 1 had a summer term of only six weeks, as 
there-were only a few scholars, but some from here attended the 
fall term at the Centre, and were quite well accommodated. The 
winter term was twelve weeks in length, and we should have been 
glad to have given them a longer school, as there were quite a 
number of large scholars, and teacher and scholars seemed to be 
doing excellent work, but the feeling among the scholars appeared 
to be against a longer term. 

The years’ results in all the schools have been good. No cases 
of serious insubordinativn have come to our notice, but there is 
room for improvement in the deportment of some of the boys. A 
word of commendation is due the pupils at the Centre school for 
their gentlemanly and lady-like deportment, especially. in going 
into and out of the school room. 

The balance of school funds left in our hands is somewhat larg- 
er than we had reason, at the close of the fall schools, to suppose 
it would be. We were fortunate in securing for the winter terms 
excellent and experienced teachers, at a comparatively low price.

Had we known how this would be, we might have had the fall 
terms a little longer.. The extra appropriation of school money 
allowed us by the town, is a great help in the support of our 
schools, and we hope it will be continued. 

No changes have been made in text-books, except to exchange 
the four lower grades of Readers, taking out the advanced Frank- 
lin series, and putting in the New Franklin. We felt obliged to 
do this, as the towns of Lisbon and Bath had both adopted these 
and they were continually getting into our schools through mis- 
take. The publishers gave us quite favorable terms for the ex- 
change, and supplied each of our teacher’s desks with a full set of 
readers free, which is a matter of great convenience to the teach- 
ers.
